Tales of the Northern Trail 


Following is the story of a re- 
cent trip to Alaska taken by Mr. 
and Mrs. Elmer Brudy of How- 
ell, Michigan (the former Fern 
Gidley of East Jordan). It ‘s 
too lang to be complete in one 
issue of the News-Herald and 
will be continued next week.

We left home (Howell, Michi- 
gan) the morning of July 31, 
1955, and after an uneventful, 
but uncomfortably warm, trip 
across northern Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, North Dako- 
ta and Montana, we crossed tie 
border at Sweetgrass, Montana, 
about noon, on August 4. 


Those of us who live near the 
Canadian border, as we do in 
Michigan, are familiar with the 
usual customs and immigration 
inspection upon crossing the in- 
ternational boundary, and we 
had already prepared a list of 
our cameras, radios, field glass- 
es, fishing and camping equip- 
ment. 


We were also aware of the

fact that anyone who intends to 
travel the Alaska Highway ay u 
part of his route must have in 
his pussession at the time of en- 
try into Canada a sufficient sum 
of money for the trip--and he 
must be prepared to shuw this 
money and prove to the satisfac- 
tion of the frontier officers that 
he has it. 


Many of our friends and rela- 
tives had expressed concern over 
our safety in such a wild and un- 
inhabited country and had sug- 
gested that we shouid carry fire- 
arms for our protection, and we 
had, also investigated the laws 
regarding the transportation ef 
guns, and had learned that they 
must be inclosed in a separate 
container and corded and sealed 
by means of an offi-ial lead sea: 
at the point of entry. 


Then, when one leaves Canu- 
da, if there is evidence that the 
cord or seal has been tampered 
with, the firearm will be placed 
under seizure. The only except- 
ion is when a rifle or shotgun ‘3 


to be used for hunting while in ” 


Canada; in which case the hunt- 
ing license should be procured 
in advanse. As one travels thru 
several provinces before reach- 
ing Alaska this would become 
sueh a costly nrovedure that one 
would probably be disappointed 
if he didn’t meet an enraged 
bear or a chargine moose! 


So we were prepared to show 
willingly our money and to deny 
the possession of firearms. But 
when the customs official asked 
“How are you going to protect 
yourselves from wild animals 
while fishing along the shores of 
some of these isoleted rivers?” 
we were rather doubtful as to 
either the correct answer or the 
eorrect method of protection. 
Then he grinned and said: ‘Well 
you just run like hell.” 


We had also purchased before 
starting our trip a travel aid 
called “the Milepost—guide to 
the land of the midnight sun.” 
This small book. -we were ‘to 
learn is the “Highway Bible” of 


‘the north. 


Everyone we met had at least 
one copy in his possession, and 
even when we would inquire lo- 
cally of road conditions and such, 
our informant often prefaced 
his remarks with “Aecording to 
The Milepost—" 


The Milepost is a complete up- 
to-date listing of aecommodat- 
tons, physical features, hunting 
and fishing areas. camera oppor-

“I brought along only forty cents so I wouldn't eat so 
much, Can you lend me a dollar?” 
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tunities, mileage tables, map3 
and general information regard- 
ing the Alaska Highway and the 
main routes to it through Bri- 
tish Columbia and Alberta. 


And just knowing that there 
is going to be gas available in 
another fifty miles. or tire re- 
pairs, or a place to eat or sleep, 
made it well worth many times 
its cost; although it didn’t take 
us long to learn that if one were 
to recognize some of the places 
therein described one must first 
don his rose colered glasses! 


At any rate, when we reached 
Edmonton, capital city of Al- 
berta, we knew we were at our 
ast large city enroute, and so 
we shopped for camp food. We 
also attempted to buy charcoal 
to burn, in our little grill as ‘t 
had seemed silly to carry half- 
burned wood all the distance 
irom home. 


However, we met with no suc- 
cess at all, and the clerks in 
most places acted as though they 
had never even heard the word 
before. (As it turned out, it 
really didn’t matter—we were 
never able to buy fresh meat to 
broil anyway!) We did buy an- 
other tent, a larger and more 
sdeauate one fvom the famed 
Hudson Bay Company store; as 
one night in the little pup tent 
had convinced us that it truly 
‘ad room for onlv two pups. And 
then leaving civilization behind, 
We were on our way. 


We had been warned by The 
Milepost that the route from Ed- 
monton to Dawson Creek, (454 
miles) was not a vart of the Al- 
aska flighway, not up to its 
standards of construction or 
maintenance, and “at times al- 
most impassable’—but a nee- 
essary evil if one is to gain ac- 
cess to the Alaska Highway from 
the east. 


In this case, there was no ex- 
aggeration on the part of our 
guide! In wet weather the road 
bogs down, and cars must be to- 
wed through, so we presume we 
were lucky it was dry and dusty. 
But the dust is unbelievable. 


It is so thick that it is impossi- 
ble to see through it when pass- 
ing, and one “flies by instru- 
ments.” It is soft and velvety 
underfoot when given a chance 
to settle, and yet there is deep 
muck-like, swampy-smelling dirt 
wherever the caterpillers were 
working at the side of the road- 
bed. The roads in this area are 
vraveled with petrified baseballs 
—and larger! 


Trucks throw these from their 
dual wheels in passing, with the 
result that few emerge without 
Lroken windshields and _ head- 
lights. (We were net among the 
few.) And staggered about on 
‘ke roadbed are rocks of foot- 
ball size and larger, with the 
road scrapers continually moving 
them around to confuse the ‘s- 
sue, It is impossible to avoid 
them all, and after a few at- 
tempts, we found iv also impos- 
sible to straddle them; and we 
lost count of the number of times 
that Elmer stopped the ear, got 
out and pushed the largest ones 
out of our way. 


In some areas they are scoop 
ing these rocks out of the road 
and grinding them with rock 
crushers. When we first came up 
behind one of these roaring, 
growling pleces of machinery, 
enveloped not only in the usual 
dust, but also in a dense white 
cloud of ground rock, we stop- 
ped. The flagman standing there 
waved us on. We started bravely 
enough, but it was like falling in- 
to a churning flour bin—absol- 
utely impossible to see or seem- 
ingly to breathe. So we stopped 
again, 


The flag man, when the cloud 
nad moved on far enough so that 
he could see us, came up and 
urged us: “Go on! It's only a 
short distance, and I don’t think 
anyone is coming.” So we plung- 
ed in and through—-and found a 
flag man at the other end pre- 
pared to tell those coming from 
the opposite direction the same 
thing! And then there are those 
rocks whirh are unchored firmly 
in the roadbed, and with the 
sharn points that are the result 
of blasting, sticking up and cur- 
‘ing tires to ribbons. We used 
eight new tires on the Ford, and 
then weren’t certain we were go- 
ing to imp home on the patches. 


One morning in this area we 


averaged 20 miles an hour—yet 
Alberta’s speed limit is 60 miles 
and “controlled by radar!’ This 
is, you understand, not the wil- 
derness, but actually a somewhat! 
settled area—-farmlands, of a 
sort;- commercial fishing on 
Slave Lake whose shore the 
“highway” parallels for A& 
miles; agriculture; lumbering 
and mining. 


There are towns, settlements 
of tar-papered shacks. largely, 
impoverished in appearance andj 
below what we’d even consider 
a poor standard of living here; 
eating places which seemed to 
be largely owned and operated 
by orientals; and people whom 
we found friendly, but uninfor- 
med, and apparently uninterest- 
ed in anything outside of their 
own immediate circle of living. 
It was here that we first noticed 
radio reception growing weak 
and uncertain — shortly to be 
lost completely. 


Thus also went our last con- 
tact with home. We were on the 
road before 6:00 every morning, 
and drove twelve hours or long- 
er, accepting whatever accommo- 
dations were available when we 
were both too tired to drive fur- 
ther—if one could call it “driv- 
ing!” Our attitude was, since it 
has to be done. let’s vet it over 
with! And the heat and dust re- 
mained forever with us.
